FOOD VALUE OF BUTTERMILK 


According to Bulletin of Department 


of Agriculture It Is Extremely 


High. 


An ordinary glass of buttermilk con- 


tains about as much nutriment as two 
ounces of bread, a good sized potato 
or a half pint of oysters, says a re 
cent bulletin of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. It thus con- 
tains about the same food constituents 
as skim milk, but it has an .added hy- 
gienic value because the protein is 
more easily digested than the.protein 
In skim milk, and therefore Is often 
prescribed by physicians for children 
and Invalids, especially those suffering 
from intestinal trouble. 


Protein, being the most costly o; 


food Ingredients, is the one most like, 
ly to be lacking in inexpensive meals 
and this is the nutrient which both 
slrlm milk and buttermilk supply in p. 
cheap and useful form, and when tak- 
en- with bread or used in cooking they 
form a very nutritious addition tc 
the diet. Two and one-half quarts 01 
skim milk or 
buttermilk contains 


about the.^ame amount ot protein as 
one pound of round steak, and costs

Burnaby Defied the Efforts 


of Experts. 


It waa stated at the time of Colonel 


Hurnaby's death that he had left be- 
hind him the manuscript of u novel, 
for which there was considerable com- 
petition among the publishers. 


This Is quite true. The manuscript, 


a bulky parcol, was handed to me 
with discretionary power cither to 
publish It myself or to use It In con- 
auction with the proposed biography. 


Here a singular and, as it finally 


proved, a fatal obstacle presented It- 
self. Familiar for many years with 
Burnaby's handwriting, I could, not 
after diligent.endeavor makeoutmore 
than a sentence here and there on the 
crowded page, of. manuscript , 


Burnaby's writing was, 
possibly 


with the exception of Dean Stanley's, 
the worst I ever saw. It looked as if 
before sitting down to write a letter 
he had pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed a little blacking and then gone 
ahead. 


He wrote the whole of hla "Ride to 


Khiva" and his "Ride on Horseback 
Through Asia Minor" with his .own 
hand. But before they reached the 
printer they' were fairly written out 
by a copyist. 
t 
. 


The hapless man used to make out 


as much as he could, then leave 
blanks, for filling up which he had to 
seek the assistance of the author. 
Sometimes there were more blanks In 
a page than words. 


Despairing of making anything of 


the manuscript of the novel, It was 
submitted to a publisher, who turned 
upon it his most skillful decipherist. 
Neither head nor tall could be made 
of the manuscript and the intention 
of publishing the novel was conse- 
quently abandoned.—Sir H. W. Lucey, 
in Cornhill Magazine.
